Messrs. Mounscy & Brutton, solicitors}, appesr- 
ed tor tue appolinul; and Mir. a. BE. Poliock, 
K.C, (instrnsted by Mr, P, W. Goldring of 
Messrs. Deacon & Mustings, solicitors), was tor 
the respondent, ‘ 

Mr, Morgan Phillips ssid that the land in 
question was Lot 540 of the tract CC shown on 
the plan pot in, Appellant represented the 
Ny tomily and bad unquestionably a paramount 
titie to this land under a red deed held by them. 
The Wong family in whose favonr the Land 
Jourt bad decided set up u title to the land 
Lot 510 ander «perpetual lease from the Ng 
family dated 1801. 

The Chief Justica remarked that the Court 
was now in poxsersion of the report called for 
from the Laud Vourt setting forth the rea:ons 
for their decision in the case. It was dated 
14th Febroory. He*would rend it if counsel 
desired, . ; 

Mr. Morgan Phillips said it was extra- 
ordinarily embarrassiog to bave it sprung upou 
him now, but agreed to its being read. af 

'Yhe Chief Justice proceeded to read. the. 
report of the Lani Court, in which were stated 
the detuils of the case. ‘Lhe reasons for their 
decision were in effect that when the: New 
‘Lerritories were cadedito Britain in 1898 the 
Wong family wore in possession us cultivators 
of tho land and claimed to have been in 
possession under a perpetual lease granted in 
1801, Appellants did -not dispute. that the 
Weng tamily-bod been in possession at the 
time the innd became British, bot -cluimed’ 
that the Wong family beld a lease for 30 
years, duted 1366, whioh expired in 1896, 
{t was on beholf of the Wongs asserted and 
proved to-the satisfaction of the Land Court 
that the Wougs had been in possession for many 
years and had paid rent to the Ngs up till 19vL. 
The Woaygs denied that they ever beld any 30 
yoaxs’ lease and nv evidence as to the existence 
of suvh a leaxe was given except by one of the 
appelluats, viz, Ng Yak phan, and a witnes 
culled by them, Aguinst this there was the 
absolute denial by the Wongs that any such 


-Jease—had—been—grouted—to—them -by—tho_Ng: 


Te held. that the Land Court were not war- 
ranted jn arriving at the decision they did 
come to, .

Lt was proved that they had held possession uf 
the laud before 1866, the date of the alleged 
louse, and for five yeurs after 1896, the cate 
on which the ulleyed leaso had expired, and 
hed paid rent up to 1901. No 30 years’ 
lease was prodaced, und the Gand Court was 
aatisfied tuat the 30 years’ lease for grouad 
ot the description ¢laimed would be a 
most ‘unususl gorm of tenure. Under these 
circumstances ond after carefully considering 
the whole of the evidence, without deciding 
whether the document produced to the Court 
(Exhibit I) was the actual Jesse granted to the 
Wongs in 18J1, the Court was of opinion that 
thy vias ‘ot the proof of the 30 years’ leusy 
was thrown upon the appellants, that they had 
failed to satisfactorily prove io the Court that 
such lease had ever existed. Tho Lund Vourt 
therefore disallowed the claim of the appellants, 
and, taking into cousideration the long -posses- 
sion of ths Wongs aud the acceptance of rent 
by the Ngs up to LVI, allowed the claim cf the 
Wongs as porpetaal lusaees subject to a rent of 
Sz a year. ; 


Tue Puisne Judge remarked that tho main | 


point in the reasons of the Land Court was 
thut they said they found as o tact that the 
Wongs were ia possession before 1866, the date 
of the 30 yeurs’ lease, If that was so, it was o 
very good argument in favour of their 
judgment. ' : 

Mr. Morgan Phillips eutd ho was not aware 
where that was prove, 

Tbe Puisne Judge admitted that he himself 
didnot know whore tho evidence came from, 
bat it was stated in the ‘report of the.Lund 
Court that it was proved. 7 

The Chief Justice remarked that he had Loca 
informed on very: credible grounds that at 
Teast one-half of the leasas that had been :re- 
duced in the Land Court were what would be, 
in the Supreme Court, called forgeries.’ What 
they did over in the New ‘lerritory was this. 
Hf they bad an old lease, probably written on 
Chinese paper, the wear and tear of 
years und the want of safe deposit were 
such that the thing gotall worn and undecipher- 
uble; and thon they got some one who ‘could 
write to re-write what they believed to be their 
lease, putting in tue same people's names as 
lessees or probably somebody else’s, The result 
wes tuat these deeds were very unreliable, 
and the Land Court, which bad large ex- 
perience in many theasands of eliims, very 
often found: that they conld not decide 
upon ‘deeds. They had to decide upon posses- 
sion.

A hondsomo, rofined young woman, ap- 


parently about 25 years old, stowed herself »- 


away on the steamship Coptic whon that vessol’ 


left her slip at San Franvisco, at 2 o'clock on 


‘ January 3rd for the Orient, with tho intontion 
of..reaching Shanghai without paying her fare. 

Had the young woman heen more familiar with 
' big steumships, romirks the San Francisco 
| Chronicle, which ‘take and leave » pilot upoa 
arriving and. departing, she would have 
succeeded in her-undortaking; but in this enso 
she wos bundled into tho pilot-boat off “tho 
lightship, six wilea outside tho Heuds, and 
brought ashore by tle pilot-bont Lady Mine. 
reaching the harbour ot’ midnight. Tho 
identity of the stowaway was not discovered 
.Pilot Wallace, ‘who took tho Coptic to sea, says, 


the steamer passed ont of the harbour, and 
told him that she was desirous of reaching 
Shanghai, where she had friends, bat was 
without enfficient money to pay hor faro. Tho 
purser communicated with Captain Bonduoll, 
who-was compelled to deny the young woman 
the right to remain on the Coptic. Sho was 
requested to rotura with Pilot Wallace, who 
was still on board, and she gracefally agrood to 
do so, Had she kept in the back sround a few 
‘minutes longer it would liave been impossiblo 
for the Coptic’s officers to sond her ashore, and 
since the company is not allowed to carry 
passongors to Honolnlu, under penalty of a fine 
of $20u, it is quite likely that the young woman 
would have been carried to her destination.

The most interest 
ing for us, however, the trado returns for 
Homburg itself, aro not yet to hand, ond, in 
view of the bad state of trade. in 1901 both 
in the export and import businesses, they sre 
awaited with considerable interest, As com- 
pared with the returns for 1900, tho tables for 
1901 shawed in exporta 1 depreciation to the 
,| extent of more than four wilfions sterling; 
whilst the total value of the goods imported 
into Hamborg during. 1991 did not come 
within fen and o half. millions sterling in value 
ofthe goods imported duriug the year preceding. 


The extent of the commerce betwoen 


threo Hanse towns—Hamburg, Hremen, ond 
Liibeck—and Great Britain is. very largo; ‘the 
imports from the United Kingdom to Hamburg 
-| nlone in 1903 (exclusive of ballion): amounting 
to, approximately, £19,500,000, which is in 
itself considerably more than half of the total 
value of the gools exported from the United 
Kiugdom to the whole of Germany. 

Tho statistical figaros of the commerce of 
Liibeck, the sma'les; of the Hanse cities, have 
ulso beon delayed in publication, or in calonta- 
tion, but it dooa ict sevm probable that any 
very ‘appreciable innprovement in the trade 
returns for either Liibeck or Hamburg for 
1902 will be found in comparison with the 
figares for 1901. Both, the quantity and the 
value of exported sugar will doubtless be found 
to have increased considerably, and an improve-" 
ment ‘is likewise probdble in the exports 
of tin, and of variona’ chemical products 
‘end textile manufactares, aod in the qnap- 
tity of ‘iron exported; ‘but on the other 
hani the value of German iron hus. de- 
crensed enurmously—more than 25. per cant.
